he was an avid golfer, playing until the onset of illness; Eloy
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was proud of his service to his country in time of war, proud
of being a second generation Spaniard, proud of being from East
St. Louis, but most of all, he was proud of his large and

loving family; and

WHEREAS, He married Louise Peterson on May 1, 1948 and she
preceded him in death; he was also preceded in death by his
parents, Amelio and Alicia, nee Menendez, Cueto; his brother,

Julius "Hank;" and his son-in-law, David Hartlein; and
